The invention relates to a control unit for a hydrostatic 
drive unit with a hydraulic pump and a first and second 
hydraulic engine unit, which drive the front axle and rear 
axle , respectively. 

In the prior art, slippage of an axle is generally 
prevented by detecting the difference in rotational speed 
and then adjusting the displacement of the axle that is 
spinning. 



Document Dl is considered the prior art closest to the 
subject matter of claims 1 and 13. It discloses the 
preamble of claims 1 and 13. 

Document D2 discloses the preamble of claim 2. 

According to Dl , an electronic unit detects the driving 
situation (uphill, downhill, flat surface) and makes a 
preventive correction to the pivoting angle.

The problem to be solved by the present invention can thus 
be seen as that of providing simpler means for the 
preventive detection of slippage. 

A control valve according to the characterizing part of 
claim 1, 2 or 13 that switches according the position of 
the accelerator pedal F-R (claim 1) or according to the 
gradient detected (uphill, downhill) by a gradient sensor 
(claim 2) or according to the difference in pressure 
between the first and the second main lines (claim 13) is 
not known or suggested by any of the cited documents. 

Claims 3-12 and 14-24 are dependent upon claim 1, 2 or 13 
and thus likewise satisfy the PCT requirements with 
respect to novelty and inventive step. 
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
